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PARISH COUNCIL NOTES 


The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was 
held on Thursday, 15th June, at 7.30 p.m. in The Old 


Farmhouse. 
Youth Facilities - As a decision for funding this 


project by Community Education cannot now be made 
until later in the year, progress on this project - whilst '© have the parents that he did ... they are two very 


still proceeding - is not anticipated to be as rapid as 
previously expected. 


Owing to lack of support of the activities provided Opportunity to dedicate a young horse chestnut tree, 
in the Village Hall, these will not now be held on such that has been planted in the Village and is still only

County Council to discuss the route, etc. of 
the cycle way on the Bar Hill side. 

Viking Way - A revised estimate for this work had 
been received and accepted so that the work - along 
the main part of Viking Way and into Hanover Close - 
could be commenced as soon as possible. 


Village Maintenance - The grass cutting contractor 
had advised that, for this Parish Council, he would be Damselflies, did not seem to last very long this year 


retaining his current price for the next three years. 

Tree Planting - The Tree Warden had been 
approached by a youth in the Village who had grown 
young sapling horse chestnut trees from ‘conkers . 
The young person and some friends, guided by the 
Tree Warden, will be planting the saplings around the 
outside of the perimeter road during the autumn. 

Development and By-Pass at Longstanton - The 
Parish Council had been asked for comments on this 
by SCDC. There was concern at the extra traffic 
which would use the ‘Bar Hill roundabout', however, 
the Clerk was asked to contact the Longstanton Clerk 
and support their Parish Council's views.
